158. Whoever was two faced in the world, he will have two tongues of fire on the Day of 
Qiyaamat (judgment).

161. Whoever advices his brother concerning a matter, knowing that correct guidance lies 
in another direction, has betrayed his trust.

163. Whoever bears witness that there is no deity except Allah and Muhammed. is his 
Messenger, Allah prohibits Hell fire on him. 


164. Whoever honors a person responsible for reprehensible innovations has assisted in 
undermining Islaam. 


165. Whoever innovates something reprehensible in this Religion (way of life) of our not 
belong to it, is rejected. 


166. Whoever loves for the sake of Allah and hates for the sake of Allah, gives for the 
sake of Allah and denies foe the sake of Allah has completed Imaan (faith). 


167. Whoever defers the debt of poverty-stricken person or remits his payment, Allah 
will grant him room in His shade. 


168. Whoever leaves home to seek sacred knowledge is in the path of Allah until he 
returns. 


169. Whoever misses the Jumaah prayer without any legitimate excuse will be recorded a 
hypocrite in a book which is never deleted or changed. 


170. Whoever intentionally lies about me should prepare his abode in Hell. 


171. Whoever gives the call to prayer (Azaan) for seven years seeking reward, then 
immunity form Hellfire will be written for him. 


172. Whoever dies not having fought in Jihaad no having considered it in his heart has 
died on a degree of hypocrisy. 


173. Whoever wears clothes of fame in the world, Allah will dress him in clothes of 
humiliation on the Day of Qiyaamat. 


174. Whoever visits a fortune teller and asks him about something, his Salaah will not be 
accepted for forty nights. 


175. He amongst you who sees a wrongdoing should rectify is with his hands, if he is 
unable to do this then by speech, and if he is unable to do (either) then with his heart and 
that is the weakest degree of Imaan (faith). 


176. Verily he who obeys me obeys Allah and he who disobeys me disobeys Allah. He 
who obeys the leader obeys me and he who disobeys the leader disobeys me. 


177. Whoever feeds a fasting person or equips a fighter in Jihaad, receives the same 
reward as them. 


178. Whoever sees me in a dream has genuinely seen me, because Shaitaan cannot take 
my form. 


179. Whoever makes a claim for something not belonging to him is not of us and should 
prepare his adobe for Hell. 


180. Whoever spends Ramathaan standing in prayer, with Imaan (faith) and seeking 
reward his previous sins will be forgiven. 


181. Whoever is appoints a judge among the people has been slaughtered without a knife. 


182. Whoever swears an oath by other than Allah has empartnered with Allah (committed 
shirk). 


183. Whoever fasts the month of Ramathaan with belief and seeking reward, his previous 
sins will be forgiven. 


184. Whoever spends the night of Qadr standing in Prayer with Imaan and seeking 
reward, his previous sins will be forgiven. 


185. Whoever has Imaan in Allah and the last say should be hospitable to his guest. 
186. Whoever has Imaan in Allah and the last say should not trouble his neighbor. 


187. Whoever has Imaan in Allah and the last day should either speak that is good or 
remain silent. 


188. Whoever performs Esha prayer in congregation is as though he has spent half the 
night standing in prayer and whoever performs Fajr prayer in congregation is as though 
he has spent the whole night in prayer. 


189. Whoever’s actions set him back, then his ancestry will not hasten him forward. 


190. Whoever sincerely asks Allah for martyrdom, Allah will elevate him to the ranks of 
martyrs, even if he dies on his bed.

2. Rasulullahv said, “It is the right of a Muslim that upon seeing him, his brother should 
move aside (as a gesture of welcome).” 


3. Uqbah ibn Amirt narrates, “Upon meeting Rasulullahv, I asked him, “Where does 
salvation lie’ He answered, ‘Control your tongue, your home should contain you and 
weep over your sins.” 


4. Rasulullahv said, “If what you say about him is true, then that is backbiting otherwise 
it amounts to slander.” 


5. Rasulullahv said, “What mutual interests have I and the world. I am in the world like a 
rider who takes shade under a tree, then resumes his journey, leaving the tree behind 
him.” 


6. Rasulullahv said. “The pen has been lifted the ink has dried” 


7. Rasulullahv warned, “It is not correct for anybody to punish with fire except the Lord 
of Fire.” 


8. Abdullah ibn Amrt narrates that Rasulullahv passed by two groups in the Masjid and 
commented, “Both of these groups are engaged in good but one of them is superior to the 
other. This group is beseeching Allah and supplicating to him, if Allah wishes He will 
fulfill their prayers and if He wishes He will deny them. As for this group, they are 
studying the sacred law (or he said) sacred knowledge and they are teaching the ignorant, 
therefore they are superior, and I have not been sent but as a teacher.” 


9. Rasulullahv said, “You must therefore, follow my Sunnah and clench onto it with your 
teeth and refrain from (religious) innovations, for all (religious) innovations amount to 
heresy, and every act of heresy is clear falsehood.”
